The Registrar General's estimate of the vopulation at mid-year was $,70. 
The Reta on at the Census (1961) was given as 8,459. 


The Birth Rate shows a rise, ‘he nunber of live-births was 18), conpered 
with 173 in 1961, There were 13 illegitimate births, compared with 10 in 1961. 
There were }, still births, compared with 2 in 1961. 


The Death Rate showed a rise. ‘he total of doaths was 146 compared 
with 122 in 1961. With the ever increasing number of clderly persons in the 
population, a rise in the death rate must be expected in the future. Diseases 
of the heart and circulatory system accounted for 67 of the deaths, and canccr 
for 32 


There was a rise in the Infantile Yeath Rate, Seven infants under a year 
old died compared with 4 in 1961, 2 in 1960 and 8 in 1959. ‘Thero wero no deaths 
associated with childbirth, There were no deaths fron Tuberculosis compared 
with one in 1961, none in 1960, one in 1959 and 3 in 1958, 


Pneumonia accounted for 8 deaths, bronchitis for 5 and influcnza for h. 


It will be seen from the reports upon samples, that the quality of the 
Water Supply is satisfactory and the quantity is bccoming more adequate, 


The total number of cases of infectious discases notificd totalled 56 
compared with 52 in 1961, 203 in 1960, 36 in 1959, there being fewer cases of 
measles, ‘here was an outbreak of Dysentery with 2) cases. 


There were 5 new cases of Tuberculosis notified during the year. Modern 
methods of diagnosis and close co-operation betwoon the various authorities 
responsible for the health of the population bring many of tho unsuspected 
eases to light. ost of the patients who go to Sanatoria quickly regain their 
health, such has been the advance in methods of treatment. +he Xray Units 
of The Welsh Regional Hospital Board, continued to visit the district during 
the year, 58,.C.G. vaccination against Tuberculosis is carricd out in the 
Secondary Schools and at Chest Clinics, 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Council as a whole, and our Officers 
for their assistance which was so readily given to ic, throug! rout the year,

iicasles totalled 28 cases, conparcd with 45 in the previous yoar, There were 
8 deaths from pneumonia, hooping Cough was absent during the year, This 
complaint is one of the most serious and disabling diseases of childhood, 
but it could be prevented or its effects minimised, if all parents would have 
their babics immunised, It is now possible to have combined injections 
(Diphthoria and “hooping Cough) against these two complaints, and this 
protection is offered free, Jmunisation is done at the Clinics, and by the 
general practitioners, Many children reccived primary inmunisation during 
the year, and reinforcing injections were done at the Clinic end in the 
schools, Influcnza caused ) deaths, 


The Dysentery cases occurred during the sumer. ‘The complaint was 
prevalent throughout the country as 2 whole. A great anount of work was 
undertaken, as samples had to be obtained from cases and contacts of cascs 
had to be traced and interviewed, This discase can casily be controlled 
if strict personal cleanliness is observed by food handlers in shops and 
in the home,

The continued incidence of now cases of 
tuberculosis does not necessarily ucan thet the cozpleint is nore prevalent 
than before, Cases are more readily diagnosed am more and more persons are 
referred to the Chost Clinics by practitioners, 


liass Radiogranhy 1962. 


The Mass Radiography Unit of the ‘/elsh Nogional Hospital Board was in the 
district, and oxamined workers at local factorics end works, ‘lhe soxi-static 
Unit continucd its three-weekly visits throughout the year. 

Tho lass Xray service is a most valuable one in the prevention and 
spread of disease, In place of the bicnmial visit of the Xray Unit, it wes 
arranged to continue with the Semi-Static Unit stationed in the town for one 
day covery three wecks, The general public nay attend in the usual Way, and 
general practitioners may also refer patients, This service began in the middle 
of 1957, ond is well used, During tho yoar, 879 persons were oxenined 
by the Seni-Static Unit, in 14 visits. In addition, the liobile Unit visited 
factorics in the district. 
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The provisions of immunisation against Tuborculosis is approved by the 
Government, and arrangements were made in 1956 for this protection to be 
made available to children in Flintshire, A start was made with 13 ycar 
olds in grammar and secondary schools, ‘The service is of course entirely 
voluntary, Jwinisation egainst Tuberculosis is already available to infants 
and older children, on the rocomuiondation of the Chest Physician, where there 
is a danger to the children due to the presence of a case of Tuberculosis 
in any family. At tolywell Greimar School, 97 children wre tested, and 30 
received the necessary injection, At Basingwerk Modern School, the nurbors 
tested were 151, of whom 51 were injected. From April 1959 the schene was 
extended to cover children approaching 13 years, and those over 14 yoars, 
infant contacts of Tuberculosis cases are given B.C.G, at tho Chest Clinics. 


Poliomyelitis Vaccination. 


Vaccination against Polionyclitis continued throughout the year, 
Additional Clinic sessions were held throughout the year and the rosponse 
by the public was very good, Py the end of the yoor 1962 50,296 porsons 
in the County had had three injections, and 7 per cent of children under 
15 years had been protected, and 50% of vorsons betwoen the ages of 15 and 
LO years, In Fobruary 1962, the Sabin vaccino - a living vaccine taken 
by mouth - was introducod. By the ond of the year, 1768 persons had received 
the oral vaccine, the majority being infants under 1 yoar am children up 
to 15 yoars, 


This vaccine was found to be casily administered in syrup or on sugar 
lumps, end was readily acccptcd by the public,
